Who will pay Road 
Board legal costs?

: Crawford County District 2 
Commissioner Scott Hanson recent- 
ly posed the question: Can the Road 
Commissioners use public funds to 
pay for their legal defense counsel 
in regards to the December 7 hear- 
ing concerning allegations of viola- 
tions of the Opening Meetings Act? 
: Hanson asked the question during 
the regular meeting of the County 
Board on October 20, and then 
again at a special meeting held 
October 25, in the presence of 
County Prosecutor John Huss. 

Commissioner Hanson said he is 
concerned about taxpayers’ dollars 
being spent on the defense of Road 
Commission Board Chair Raymond 
Swiercz and Vice Chair Robert 
Nelson in proceedings that may 
result in their removal from their 
appointed positions by the County 
Board. 

After some research, Hanson 
advised the Board and Prosecutor of 
a 1953 decision made by then 
Michigan Attorney General Frank 
G. Millard found in the Report of 
the Attorney General - 1954, page 
254-255, No. 1666. 

At that time, Roscommon County 


Prosecuting Attomey Van H. Ring a 
requested the following opinion of -. 


Millard when that county wished to 
remove road commissioners from 
office: “May the board of county 
road commissioners use public 
funds to pay the expense of the 
employment of counsel to defend 
the members in such removal pro- 
ceedings?” 

Millard replied, “the statute vests 
in the (road) board the authority: 
‘Said board may also engage such 
other professional and consultant 
services as it deems necessary to 
carty out the provisions of this act 
and promote efficiency and econo- 
my in the operation of the county 
road system. Said board may also 
employ such other servants and 
laborers as may be necessary...’ 
Sec. 224.10; C.L.1948; § 9.1110, 
M.S.A.S. 

“This language has been con- 
strued as authorizing the board to 
employ the services of a private 
attorney. O.A.G. 1945-1946, page 
579.” 

Millard goes on to state an attor- 
ney may only be employed to carry

Y2K bug won’t affect 
Mercy patient care

-When the clock ‘strikes midnight - 


‘on December 31, patients at 
Grayling Mercy Hospital won’t 
have to worry about Year 2000 com- 
puter problems, thanks to nearly 
three years of preparation, hospital 
officials say. 

“The driving force behind this 
massive project has been to ensure 
that patient care is not compro- 
mised,” said Jeff Martin, the hospi- 
tal’s Y2K project director. 

Diane Friedriechsen, of the mar- 
keting and communications depart- 
ment, said she also believes the hos- 
pital is prepared and applauds the 
team effort. “It’s been a huge team 
effort where all of our staff has real- 
ly pitched'in. We're ready to go. 
We’ve checked over 3,000 pieces of 
equipment and only one of them, 
which is not vital to patient care, 
isn’t set.” 

An important part of their prepa- 
ration has been making sure other 
organizations are also ready, said 
Debra Anthony Larson, director of 
quality management. “This contin- 
gency plan is to ensure not everyone 
rushes to the hospital if something 
goes wrong. We've worked with 
nursing homes and other organiza- 


tions to make sure they’re pre- 
pared.” ee phtenes 

_ The hospital worked closely with 
commmunity groups in Grayling and 
even has back-up plans to the back- 
up plans. Larson said, “If we lose 
power, we have generators. If we 
lose those, we have back-up genera- 
tors. The same goes for food, water 
and medication. We've ordered 
additional medication that we’ll 
have in stock. We're Sey ‘pie- 


Larson said many eruployece will 
be on stand-by in case of emergen- 
cies. 

The hospital will keep busy in the 
next few months leading up to the 


new year, Martin said. “We think 
we're in good shape, but we'll con- 
tinue looking and double checking 
over equipment along with finaliz- 
ing our contingency plans.” 

Martin said he believes the project 
has been well worth the time spent 
even if nothing occurs because it’s 
helped to shore up the hospital’s dis- 
aster plans in case something hap- 
pens after January 1 

“It’s like fire insurance for your 
home. You don’t expect your house 
to burn down, but you’re ready just 
in case.” 


Road Board voices opposition to upcoming plutonium shipment

The Road Commission for 
Crawford County’s Board passed a 
motion last week to draft a letter in 
opposition to a planned shipment of 
plutonium scheduled to pass 
through the county later this year. 

The commissioners recently 
received a letter and information 
packet from the United States 
Department of Energy (DOE) 
requesting input on the issue. The 
shipment in question involves “nine 


fuel rods, containing less than 120 
grams of plutonium” being trans- 
ported from New Mexico to 
Ontario, Canada, according to a 
memo from the DOE. 

The fuel rods will be used in 
“Project Parallex,” a one-time test to 
gather information on the disposal 
of weapons-grade plutonium in a 
Canadian reactor. A shipment of 
plutonium from Russia to Canada 
will also be involved in the project. 

The planned route of the fuel rod 
shipment includes moving north on 


1-75 through Crawford County and 
eventually over the Mackinac 
Bridge. From the Upper Peninsula, 


the shipment will go through Sault . 


Ste. Marie into Canada. 

Commissioner Robert Nelson 
voiced a disapproval of the planned 
route, and the timing of the ship- 
ment. 

“I am opposed to having it run up 
through 1-75,” said Nelson. “Are 
they going to have a response team 
on both ends of it? We are not 
equipped to handle anything like 


this. No one in the.area is.” 

“And they’re doing it in the win- 
ter, when our roads aren’t the most 
driveable,” he added. 

Commissioner Nelson also 
expressed a concem that the route 
includes the bridges over Great 
Lakes. 

“Why go across all that fresh 
water? They could contaminate the 
whole five lakes,” Nelson said. 

Nelson suggested the shipment go 
directly north into Canada from 
New Mexico and transported to 


where it needs to go once it leaves 
the U.S. border. 

Nelson moved to authorize the 
drafting of a letter to the DOE in 
opposition to the shipment’s route. 

Road Board Chairman Ray 
Swiercz didn’t anticipate a problem, 
but supported the motion. 

“I think they know what they’re 
doing,” Swiercz said. 

Accoiding to the DOE, the large, 
specially designed metal drums car- 
rying the fuel rods “ensure: (1) that 
the container will not break open in 


a severe accident and (2) that people 
will not be exposed to a radiation 
dose above regulatory limits during 
transport.” 

Other safety precautions being 
taken include the notification of all 
area law enforcement agencies, 
health departments, and emergency 
services, and the “shipment will be 
monitored by satellite and the truck 
driver will be in continuous radio 
contact with the Department of 
Energy and his company,” accord- 
ing to the DOE.

fire with simulated smoke. They 
have to use the skills they learned 
earlier, such as how to use 911 and 
to leave a hot door closed, to 
escape the house quickly and safe- 
ly. 

“It’s phenomenal what this does 
for kids,” said Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp. 
“This house actually lets them see 
what it’s like to escape a smoke 
filled house. They have to use their 
heads to keep from panicking.” 

Holtcamp said there have been 
99 structure fires in Michigan this 
year through the month of August. 
Of those fires, 31 children in the 
birth to nine years age group died 
as aresult. The fire chief also said 
in those 99 structure fires, 57 of the 
buildings had no smoke detector. 

Even more alarming was the sta- 
tistic that 20 of the 42 homes were 
found to have non-operational 
smoke detectors. “In those cases, 
the batteries were dead or they had 
been removed to be used in toys. If 
a kid dies, you don’t need the toys 
anymore, do you?” remarked 


Holtcamp. “You know, there were 
16 fires in August in Michigan. 
Only three buildings had smoke 
detectors... none of them worked.” 

Holtcamp said 35-45 people will

Local fire officials plan to con- 
tinue educational programs 
throughout their communities. 
“The Fire Safety House is just an 
extension of programs we have 
been providing for years. We hope 
to present a spring wildfire preven- 
tion program with the DNR to 
increase public awareness,” 
Holtcamp said.

out the specific duties and operation 
of the road commission in regard to 
the county road systern. 
“Proceedings for the removal of 
one or more of the commissioners 
are brought against such commis- 
sioners individually,” — stated 
Millard, “not against the board 
itself. 
“Likewise,” Millard continued, 
“it is the individual responsibility of 


the commissioners rather than the 
board to defend such action. In the 
absence of statutory provision 
therefore there is no authority to 
incur obligation upon the county or 
the board of county road commis- 
sioners for such expense. Miner y. 
Bd. of Supervisors of Shiawassee 
County, 49 Mich. 602.” 

Millard concluded, there being no 
statutory authority of the road com- 
missioners, the answer to Ring’s 


question was “no.” 

Hanson provided Huss with his 
findings for review prior to reveal- 
ing them at the special meeting and 
asked the Prosecutor for his opin- 
ion. 

At the meeting, Huss intimated 
his agreement with Millard’s 1953 
decision... county funds cannot be 
used to defend road commissioners 
Swiercz and Nelson at proceedings 
next month.

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MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS’ losing 
attempt to move their 2000 presidential cau- 
cus ahead on the calendar appears over for 
now. 

But the losing effort for 2000 could help a 
broader struggle for 2004 -- namely. to 
make more sense out of the present inane 
mix of party caucuses. conventions and pri- 
maries to choose presidential candidates. 

Political eyes focus on New Hampshire 
and Iowa when a presidential election year 
rolls around, 

New Hampshire owns the time-honored 
role as first presidential primary in the 
nation, probably next year on February 1. 

Iowa plans party caucuses. probably on 
January 24, 2000, to pick presidential dele- 
gates. 

These two small. non-typical states have 
become a vital indicator of who will win and 
who won't among presidential candidates. 

Thus they can shape American political 
events out of all proportion to their size.

Democrats’ caucus struggle may bear fruit 


of the events themselves. 

It simply is not a sane way to pick presi- 
dential nominees. It’s not fair either. But 
that’s the way it is. 

* * * 

MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS sought to 
move their caucus into February so they 
could be a more meaningful part of the 
action. 

The national party said “tno” and turned 
down South Carolina, Arizona and 
Washington state for February dates, too. 

So Michigan Democrats will hold caucus- 
es March 11, three weeks earlier than last 
time, but further back in the nominating pro- 
cedure than they wanted. 

Michigan Republicans also crave more 
early influence in picking a president. Not 
needing national party approval, the GOP 
controlled legislature moved the Republican 
primary from mid-March to February 22, 
2000. 

Michigan politicians are not alone chafing 
under the lowa-New Hampshire hammer- 


lock on early politics. Louisiana 
Republicans may think they have a right to 
move ahead. 

“Do they (Iowa officials) think they’re 
going to be first forever?” asked Louisiana 
GOP chair Mike Francis. “That's un- 
American.” 

New Hampshire lawmakers have their 
own solution: A law permitting New 
Hampshire to move its primary to any time, 
just so it stays ahead of any other state. 

* * * 

LEGITIMATE QUESTIONS remain 
about the primary-caucus system for select- 
ing presidential nominees. 

Primaries may have outlived their useful- 
ness as a reflective political exercise, and 
become merely an extension of the image- 
making power of modern methods of com- 
munication and mass persuasion. 

Personal campaigning -- the heartbeat of 
the primary voting system -- may be outdat- 
ed. 

“The problem is that the electronic media 


dominate this process,” claims Dick 
Harpootlian. South Carolina Democratic 
chair. 

“Going from state to state and showing 
the flag is getting irrelevant. The candidates 
can appear on a national news program and 
voters get to know them better than going to 
the fish fry.” 

That’s why we are inundated with politi- 
cal ads on television. and that’s where most 
campaign money goes. A 30-second TV 
Spot gets a candidate into more homes than 
weeks of knocking on doors. 

* * * 

BUT THE PRIMARY system probably 
is here to stay -- at least for now. 

The only other method that comes quick- 
ly to mind is a return to the so-called smoke- 
filled rooms of old-time political conven- 
tions, which might not be too popular these 
days in light of today’s concern about polit- 
ical purity. 

Still, who's to say presidents produced by 
the primary-caucus system are any better 


than those who emerged from smoke-filled 
rooms? 

Michigan Democrats and others who 
challenged the early season domination by 
Iowa and New Hampshire are on the right 
track. Keeping at it may instill a bit more 
reason and fairness in the system. 

This continuing struggle could result in a 
system of rotating regional primaries, to 
allow a different region to lead off the 
process each four year. It could restore 
compatable worth to voters from all the 
States. 

Spreading out the primaries, with a tea- 
sonable time lapse between them, also could. 
permit more logical consideration of candi- 
dates and their platforms. 

Agitation for change is welcome. But the 
rotating regional primary system makes so 
much sense it probably will never happen.

Check counselors’ credentials 
before receiving treatment 


There are times in all our lives 
when we need help. These are diffi- 
cult times for many with stress com- 
ing from many places that impact us. 
We may experience depression, anx- 
iety, difficulty parenting our chil- 
dren, problems at work, stress about 
the upcoming holidays, or any com- 
bination of these things. 

For some, the use or abuse of 
alcohol or other drugs may provide 


‘temporary relief, only to find that 


the use of these substances causes 
further problems. This downhill spi- 
ral can cause further confusion, 
depression, legal troubles, problems 
on the job or in school, or problems 
in our families. When these prob- 
lems become overwhelming, we 
may find ourselves in need of coun- 
seling. 

Turing to professional help may 
seem like a weakness, but in fact, it 
takes courage and strength to be 
willing to tackle one’s problems 
with the aid of a counselor. 
Unfortunately, however, there are 
few choices for counseling in this 
area. A quick look through the 
Yellow Pages shows that there are 
not many options for help. In addi- 
tion, even if a counselor or counsel- 
ing agency is found, there is little 
information to judge whether the 
help will truly be helpful. 

As we enter November, 
“Depression Awareness Month,” 
there are several key points to be 
made when choosing a counselor 
that every person should know. 
After all, you or a loved one may be 
depending on quality counseling to 
help deal with important life issues. 
You deserve to make an informed 
choice. 

First, a counselor or counseling 
agency should be licensed. It is per- 
fectly appropriate to ask whether the 
agency is licensed, by whom, how 
long they have been licensed, and 
when the license expires. Most 
often, the license is displayed on a 
wall so you can see for yourself. 
Most agencies that provide counsel- 
ing are required by the State to a 
have a license. Having a license 
means that the counselor or agency 
meets certain standards set by the 
State. These standards include ways 
of protecting the client’s rights and 
confidentiality, as well as basic com- 
ponents of quality care. If a coun- 
selor or agency is not licensed, the 
consumer may want to find another 
place to get the help they need. 

Second, does the counselor (or 
counselors) have the training and 
credentials for the type of counsel-

ing needed? All counselors and 
therapists are required to have cre- 
dentials for the job they are doing. 

It may come as a shock to learn 
that there may be persons in 
Crawford County who are providing 
counseling that have no credentials 
or professional training in their field. 
Just because a person claims to be a 
counselor or advertises. counseling 
does not ‘mean’ they are: qualified.’ : 
The analogy I often use is this: ‘just- 
because I have a drill, this does not 
make me a dentist - even if I adver- 
tise myself as one or because some- 
one may let me use it in their mouth 
(which fortunately, nobody has so 
far). 

The wise consumer will ask what 
credentials a therapist has, which 
again are often publicly displayed. 
If the counselor or therapist does not 
have a current credential, they must 
be supervised by an experienced 
therapist who does have the neces- 
sary credential. If a counselor does 
not have a professional credential, 
then ask who their supervisor is and 
how long he/she has been in prac- 
tice. It will probably do little good. 
to go to a counselor who does not 
have a professional credential or 
who is not supervised. 

Third, is the organization accredit- 
ed? Just as schools are required to 
be accredited, counseling agencies 
should as well. Accredited counsel- 
ing organizations meet national 
standards for quality care. Most 
insurance plans, as well as the state 
and federal government will not pay 
for counseling from a place that is 
not accredited. Being accredited is 
much more difficult than getting a 
license for counseling, and those 
that are accredited are much more 
likely to provide the care that you, 
the consumer, want. Again, the 
accreditation certificate should be 
displayed openly for you to see. 

These are the basics for finding 
out if a counselor, therapist, or 
agency can help you or a loved one. 
ft is very appropriate to ask if the 
counselor or agency has a license, if 
the counselors have credentials or 
are supervised by someone who 
does, and if the organization is 
accredited. 

Going to counseling is difficult. It 
takes time, energy, and money. The 
potential client would be well 
advised to ask about these issues 
before counseling begins.

Governor Jesse Ventura, is reported 
saying that, “Organized religion is a sham 
and a crutch for weak-minded people who 
need strength in numbers. #1 tells people 
to go out und stick their noses in other 
people's business” Later, the governor’s 
spokesman, John Wodele. sought to clari- 
fy his comments. saying Ventura “was 
talking about extremists of the religious 
right who are often intolerant, and the 
governor cannot stand intolerance.” Did 
Ventura create public love or hate when he 
stated or implied religious people are hyp- 
ocrites. handicapped. stupid. weak, cow- 
ardly. nosy, extremists. and intolerant? 

Remember after the April 1995 bomb- 
ing of a federal building in Oklahoma 
City. President Clinton named G. Gordon 
Liddy among the conservative talk-show 
hosts he called “purveyors of hatred and 
division,” saying they were “encouraging 


violence.” Bryant Gumbel said on the 
“Today” show “The bombing = at 


Oklahoma City has focused renewed 
attention on the rhetoric that’s been com- 
ing from the right and those who cater to 
angry white men.” Every conservative 
group from religious leaders to the militia 
was blamed. 

Yet following the shooting of 
Christians in a Baptist church in Fort 
Worth, Texas, the president said, “Yet 
again, we have seen a sanctuary violated 
by gun violence, taking children brim- 
ming with faith and promise and hope 


before their time.” There was blame on 
gun violence. and a renewed call for gun 
control, yet no blame for hatred and hos- 
tility toward religion created by liberals 
like the American Civil Liberties Union 
and people for the American Way. Even 
the facts were seemingly ignored as 
NBC's) Jim = Cummins reported 
“Authorities say the gunman then entered 
the church sanctuary ranting anti-religious 
curses and opened fire.” Newsweek quot- 
ed witnesses who said Ashbrook shouted. 
“LT cant believe you believe this junk!” 
ABC's Dean Revnolds said the FBI found 
“writing that condemned religion and law 
enforcement.” Yet, Attorney General 
Janet Reno warned reporters that it was 
too carly to characterize the Fort Worth 
shooting as a “hate crime.” Earlier when 
three students were killed while praying at 
a Paducah high school. and when Cassie 
Bernal and others were killed while 
affirming their faith at Columbine HS. the 
TV networks never raised the issue of 
religious bias or anti-Christian hatred as a 
cause. 

As Wesley Pruden, editor in chief of 
The Times, said, “What's obvious. to any- 
one who isn’t sound asleep, is that the sec- 
ular assault on religious faith, the partisan 
campaign to demonize evangelical 
Christians.the relentless attempt to drive 
all expression of religious faith from the 
public square and with it our ancient 
mora! code, and above all the determina-

Surplus food commodities to be distributed 


Veterans of Foreign Wars Carl W. 
Borchers Post & Auxiliary 3736 
will be distributing surplus food 
commodities on November 9 at the 
Eagles Hall from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

Those not certified for the pro- 
gram must do so before receiving 
any commodities. Bring proof of 
income of all members in the house- 
hold to be certified, as well as iden- 
tification of the head of household. 

Those who receive Food Stamps, 
AFDC. SSE Medicaid or General 
Assistance are eligible for this pro- 
gram. Any residents of Crawford 
County that believes they may qual- 
ify must bring proof of gross 
income (total cash receipts before 


taxes) for every working person in 
the household. Also bring personal 
identification for the head of the 
household — a drivers license is 
preferable. If income is directly 
deposited, bring in a current bank 
statement. Those with no income 
must bring in a statement from 
Social Services to that effect or an 
eligibility card from any of the 
above mentioned programs. 

A Household is a single individ- 
ual or group of related or non-relat- 
ed individuals, an immediate family 
or extended family who are living as 
one economic unit and for whom 
food is customarily purchased and 
prepared in common. 


Eligibility is based on wages and 
salaries before deductions; receipts 
from non-farm and farm self- 
employment; regular payments 
from Social Security, railroad retire- 
ment, unemployment compensa- 
tion, strike benefits, veterans’ bene- 
fits, public assistance including 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSD, training stipends, alimony, 
private -pensions, :.. government 
employee pensions, and regular 
insurance or annuity payments; and 
income from dividends, interest, 
rent, royalties, or periodic receipts 
from estates or trusts. 

Exempt incomes are: capital 
gains, tax refunds, student loans,

You may qualify for free eye exam 


Low-income workers and their 
families can begin applying for free 
eye exams through a program called 
Vision USA, now celebrating its 
LOth anniversary. 

Vision USA is a national non- 
profit program that matches low- 
income children and adults with 
optometrists in their communities 
who provide free comprehensive 
eye exams in their offices. 

About 7,400 optometrists volun- 
teer their services through the pro- 
gram which has helped 262,000 
people receive vision care across the 
nation to date. 

Although this service helps peo- 
ple of all ages, Vision USA 2000 
will mark the start of the program’s 
emphasis on aiding children. This 
focus aligns with it’s commitment to 
“America’s Promise -- The Alliance 


for Youth,” a program headed by 
Retired General Colin Powell that 
brings together business, govern- 
ment and non-profit organizations to 
help “at risk” youth. Good vision is 
important not only for adults to 
obtain and maintain a job, but also 
for children to learn and progress in 
school. 

To qualify for free eye care under 
the program, persons must have a 
job or live in a household where 
there is at least one working mem- 
ber, have no health insurance that 
covers eye examinations, have 
income below an established level 
based on household size and have 
had no eye examination within two 
years. 

Although the Vision USA eye 
exams are not given until March 
2000, the American Optometric

“Part of being a professional is 
providing services for the less fortu- 
nate. There is a need and a sense of 
responsibility that we have,” said 
Michael S. Roth, O.D., chair of the 
association’s Vision USA commit- 
tee. “But, in the process, you find 
out that you get back so much more 
than you give.” 

An estimated 30 million people in 
the nation lack eye care and other 
health benefits, do not qualify for 
government or private health assis- 
tance programs and cannot afford to 
pay for eye care out of their own 


pockets.

The number of shopping days left 
until Christmas is a lot less than you 
think, especially if you’re mailing 
overseas, according to International 
and Military Mail Christmas mail- 
ing deadlines released by the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

Depending on where and how it is 
going, the most looming deadline is 
November 5 for surface transporta- 
tion to Asia, the Pacific Rim, 
Australia, New Zealand, as well as 
Central and South America. The 
deadline for cards and packages 
destined for Africa is December 2. 

On the other hand, Air Parcel to 
Canada and Mexico can wait until 
December 13 to enter the mail- 
stream. 

For the most part, postal officials 
recommend Christmas packages, 
cards and letters to Europe and the 
Middle East be mailed no later than 
December 9. 

This year, between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas, the Postal Service 
expects to deliver 20 billion holiday 
letters, post cards and packages, 
about one billion of which will be 
bound for international destinations. 

Mail destined for Military 
APO/FPOs can be mailed First 


Class or Priority Mail up until 
December 10 for Christmas deliv- 
ery. Parcel Airlift or “PAL” mail 
should be sent no later than 
December 3 and Space Available 
Mail or “SAM” should be sent no 
later than November 27. 

The Standard Mail deadline is 
November 6. Mailing early will 
save Customers on postage costs. 

Besides mailing early, another 
international mailing tip is to follow 
international addressing _ rules. 
Overseas addresses: 

* must be in English and use 
Arabic numerals; 

¢ have foreign postal codes, if 
known, in front or after the city or 
town name and on the same line; 

« place the city or town name and 
the province or state name on the 
next line after the street address 
information; and 

* write the name of the foreign 
country in capital letters on the bot- 
tom line of the address. 

To make it easy to send holiday 
gifts abroad, the Postal Service’s 
website offers additional mailing 
options, simplified customs forms, 
and even on-line assistance. Log on 
at: Www.usps.com.

and wherever they are driving. 
Most states require the use of car 
seats for children under the age 
of four and weighing fewer than 
40 pounds. However, serious 
neck and spinal injuries-and 
even death-can result if child car 
seats are used incorrectly. 

While car accidents can be 
dangerous for all passengers, 
small children are especially at 
risk, according to Dr. Scott 
Bautch, president of the 
American Chiropractic 
Association's Council on 
Occupational Health. 

“The weight of the head of a 
child makes the cervical spine 
much more vulnerable to injury,” 
Dr. Bautch explained. "The infant 
has little control in the muscles 
of the neck, and the head can 
bounce from side to side and fall 
forward, which can cause seri- 
ous spine and neck injuries.” 

The American Chiropractic 
Association, its Council on 
Occupational Health and ACA 
member Dr. Michael Freeman 
have developed the following 
guidelines and safety tips to 
ensure proper car seat safety: 

* Make sure the child safety 
seat is appropriate for the age 


and size of the child. A newborn 
infant requires a different seat 
than a three-year-old. 

* The car seat should always 
be rear facing as the forces and 
impact of a crash will be spread 
more evenly along the back and 
shoulders, providing more pro- 
tection for the neck. 

* Car seats should always be 
placed in the back seat of the car. 
This is especially important in 
cars equipped with air bags. If an 
air bag becomes deployed, the 
force could seriously injure or 
kill a child or infant placed in the 
front seat. 

¢ Make sure the car seat is 
properly secured to the seat of 
the vehicle and is placed at a 45- 
degree angle to support the head 
of the infant or child. 

¢ The lap harness should be 
fastened low, as close to the hips 
as possible; the harness should 
never be fastened around the 
waist. 

¢ Make certain the shoulder 
harness is fastened securely and 
the straps lay flat against the 
body. Twisted straps can cause 
additional injury and might pre- 
vent the seat from working prop- 
erly. 


* Use a retention clip (if pro- 
vided by the manufacturer) 
when securing a child safety seat 
with the shoulder harness. The 
retention or shoulder harness 
clip is an added safety feature 
and must be fastened close to the 
armpit of the infant or child. 

¢ Borrowing or purchasing a 
used car seat can be dangerous; 
there is the possibility of 
unknown or undetected dam- 
age. Car seats that have been ina 
serious accident should never be 
used again. 

* Be sure the seat meets feder- 
al motor vehicle safety seat stan- 
dards. Consult the owner's man- 
ual and instruction booklet. 

* Be sure the clip between the 
legs of the child is fastened snug- 
ly. If you or one of your children 
are involved in a serious auto- 
mobile accident and have experi- 
enced neck and back discomfort, 
you should consider a visit to a 
chiropractor.

* Cooling System. The level, 
condition and concentration of 
the antifreeze should be checked 
periodically. The cooling system 
should bé flushed and fefilled as 
recommended. Let the engine 
cool off before working on the 
radiator. The tightness and con- 
dition of drive belts, clamps and 
hoses should be checked by a 
professional. 

¢ Engine Performance. 
Problems with rough idling, 
hard starts, stalling or dimin- 
ished power should be corrected 
before cold weather sets in.
